•So  much  could  be  written  here.  Did  you  know  that  we  are 
self  supporting  from  our  dues  entirely?  we  need  dues  and  how 
can  we  get  those  who  have  not  paid  to  do  so? 

'He   are  sorry  to  have  to  charge  a  registration  fee  at  homecoming 
but  how  else  could  we  put  on  such  a  thing?  You  might  be  interested 
that  it  was  voted  at  this  homecoming  to  make  registration  fees  for 
homecoming  entirely  separate  from  dues,  but  who  would  think  of 
attending  homecoming  unless  their  dues  were  paid?
